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Cnclufion of the Information of the Differences between 
bis Pruffiag Majefty and the Court of Hanover. 

* E iubmit to impartial Judgment, if 

the Points above alledg’d on th’Ha- 

» Noverian part, cold give them oc- 

cafion thus to arreft the Pruffian 

Subalterns and Soldiers, in paffing 

thro’ their Territories, or if fuch trifling Reafons 
will jaftify them before God or Man ; feeing it ma- 
nifeftly appears, that whenever the Hanoverians+ 
reclaimed any Deferters, they were inftantly deli- 
vered upto them, purfuant to the Cartel of 1719: 
Tho’ the Hanoverians were at the fame time juftly 
to be complain’d of, in not only receiving the Pruf- 
fian Deferters, but difcharging their Officers to de- 
liverthem up; and wheu this was complain’d of, 
no other Anfwer was retura’d by the Hanoverians, 
than that they fhould conform themfelves to Prece- 

dents in like Cafes. a 

With regard to the other 6 Subjeftsof Hanover, 
{aid to be forcibly carried off by the Pruffians: It 
is not now our Defign to infift upon the bad Treat- 
ment our Natives have met with, in being forcibly 
arrefted, and compelled to ferve the Hanoverians; 
but, that the Pruffians could not at firft Call, and 
withoug the leaft Enquiry, releafe thefe 6 Perfons. 
Nor ought the Releafement of the Pruffians to have 
been refufed.upon this Account, his Proflian Maje- 
fty having gracionfly declared, that after a thorow 
Examination, and a Conference between the Par- 
ties, all palice fhould be done ; adding, that it ap- 
peated by all Accounts given, that thefe 6 Men 
were no otherwife compelled, than by the powerful 
Perfwafion of Bounty-money, who thereupon lifted 
themfelves, fome for 2, and others for 3 Years; fo 
that none of them defired to be fooner difcharged, 
faveone, whodeferted to the Hanoverians. 

All which being confidered, it cannot be faid the 
Profians firft violate the Cartel; confidering that 
the Hanoverians have on every Occafion forcibly li- 
fted the Subjeds of Pruflia, particularly a Soldiet 
{wora into the Pruflian Service; and becaufe the

of the other ? This Claufe was indeed couch’d in 
the Scheme drawn up at Hanover, and fent:to the 
King ; but his Majefty not accepting this Conditi+ 
Op, it was not ingrofs’d in the two ratified Copies, 

It isobvions then, that the Accufation lodg’d by 
the Hanoverians, as if the Pruffians had firft violate 
the Cartel, is unjoft. 

Touching the Millar that was arrefted: That 
Affair has been examined into ; and it does not ap- 
pear that any Complaint was made thereanent: 
Yea, the Court of Proflia knows neither what Re- 
giment, Officer or Soldier wasguilty of this Riot. 
So that this pretended Incidentcan never juftify the 
unjuft Arreftment.of the Proffians, and far lefs a 
Denial to fet them at liberty, after all Affurances 
given to redrefs their Grievances. 

And whereas it is faid, that no Return was made 
to the Complaints of the Hanoverians: The con- 
trary isvery certain; for the King not only anfwe- 
red the Letters wrote by the Minifters of Hano~ 
ver upon that Subje&, but alfo readily gave up the 
Deferters, and never.declined ‘to do them Juftice ; 
tho’ itis becaufe of this pretended Refufal, that the 
Hannoverians have, contrary to all Juftice, and by 
way of Reprifal, arrefted fo many harmlefs People. 

So much the lefs can thefe Reprifals of the Hano- 
verians be vindicated, that the Grievances of the 
Proffians, if they.do not exceed, will at leaft ba- 
lance thofe of the Hanoverians: And feeing theit 
Grievances do not appear, it is¢xpedient they be 
examined into, and that they be proved before they 
are redrefled. The Arrefting of the Proffian Sub. 
alterns and Soldiers, detaining them indifferently, 
and in great Numbers, was ina particular Manner 
unjaft: For in ftead of Deferters, and others who 
never engaged with them, and who have been re- 
claimed from the Hanovetians, they arreft and im- 
prifoa, by.way.of Reprifals, Soldiers who are aétu- 
ally in the Pruffian Service, and provided “7 h fuf- 
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ficient Paffports.  Befides it is certain, that thefe 
Reprifals can never be look’d upon as juft, feeing 
the K. of Pruflia never vefufed to do all Juftice upon 
thefe Differences, and except in the Cafe of a Re- 
fufal, no Reprifals can be authorized among Sove- 
feign Princes, Yet, his Pruffian Majefty, to evi- 
dence his Love to Juftice, and to fhew al} Tokens 
of Friendthip and of the high Efteem he has always 
had forthe K. of G. Britain, confidering alfo the 
ftric&t. Ties he has to his Britifh Majefty, of Religion, 
Blood, and reciprocal lnterefts ; in order to pre- 
poms Peace, and Tranquillity among the neigh- 
bouring States of the Empire, did on the 2d of Au- 
guft laft, declare his Intentions to co every thing 
that could in Juftice be demanded of him, in exami- 
ning by a mutual Commiffion the prefent Differen- 
ces between the two Courts, punifhing thofe who 
Should be convicted of committing Extravagancies 
in the Neighbourhood of Lunenburg, during the 


late Difference of Clamey Weyde, and by delivering: 


wp fuch Soldiers as have lifted in the Pruffian Ser- 
vice, who. can joftly be reclaimed; on Condition 
however, That (previoufly) a Stop fhould be put to 
all Reprifals fo unaccountably begun, and that the 
Pruffians in Cuftody be furthwith enlarged. 

And altho’ his Pruffian Majefty might juftly. have 
expected a ready and reafonable Anfwer to the Let- 
ter of his Miniltersthe 2d of Auguft; yet he has 
not only had the Mortification to expeé fuch An- 
fwer to this Honr, but alfo to fee his Privy Coun- 
fellor Cannegieffer, provided with proper Creden- 
tials, three times fucceffively refufed any Audience, 
with a great deal of Haughtinefs, and in a-Strain 
{carce practifed among declas’d Enemies; tho’ he 
folicited the fame ina refpe&tful and dutiful Man.- 
ner. : 

As then it evidently appears from thefe Procee- 
dings, where the Defigns of the Court of Hanover 
do tend, and that now all Hopes of obtaining any 
resfonable Satisfaction ate quite vanifhed ; His Ma- 
jefty is therefore determined to take fuch Meafures 
as the prefent prefling Exigencies require, and is 
firmly perfwaded, that herein he fhall have the 
Approbation of the whole impartial World.

’Tis affured that Mr. Randal, the Meflenger who 
arrived laft Tuefvay from Hanover, brought Ad. 
vice that his Mejefly was to fet ont thence as this 
Day for England, and that the fame Evening aa 
Order was fent to Deptford and Greenwich for the 
Royal Yatchts to be got ready to fail next Tuefday 
for Holland, and that a Squadron of 6 Men of War, 
under the Command of the Lord Vifcount Toring- 
ton, will be fent thither next Week to convey over 
his Majefty; who has been plesfed to create the 
Lord Walgrave an Eat] of this Kingdom, by the 
Name, Stile and Title of Vifcount Chewton and Earl 
of Waldgrave, and to conftitute William sherd Efq; 
Serjeant at Arms in Ordinary to attend his Maje- 
fty’s Royal Perfon, in room of Mark Delvet Eig; 
deceas’d. ‘ 

Tuefday laft no lefs than 53 homeward bound
